Following  is  a  description  of  this  new 
shrub,  taken  from  a  bulletin  of  the  Ar¬ 
nold  Arboretum  Harvard  University,  of 
June  14,  1927,  in  which  they  say: 

It  is  a  twiggy  shrub,  growing  from  6  to 
8  feet  tall,  the  whole  plant  forming  a  dome 
shaped  mass.  The  flowers  are  produced 
along  the  whole  length  of  the  branches  in 
clusters  at  the  ends  of  short,  leafy  shoots. 

They  are  tubular  wRh  a  gaping 
mouth,  deep  pink  without,  stained 
with  yellow  brown  on  the  lower 
throat  and  lip.  The  graceful  habit 
of  the  plant,  its  free-flowering 
qualities,  pleasing  color,  combin¬ 
ed  with  perfect  hardiness,  make 
this  one.  of  the  most  beautiful,  as 
well  as  most  useful  shrubs  that 
China  has  given  to  the  gardens 
of  this  country.  Related  to  the 
Weigelas  or  Tliervillas,  it  is  far 
more  beautiful  than  any  of  them,

The  Chinese  Flowering  Crabs  are  not  as  well  known  as  the  Flowering  Cherries, 
but  a  lot  of  them  are  decidedly  the  most  gorgeous  and  brilliant  subjects  for  our 
gardens.  The  flowers  are  produced  before  the  foliage,  coming  in  multitudes  and  al¬ 
most  obliterating  the  branches.  The  effect  is  of  a  tree  clothed  in  transparent  silk 
gauze,  shimmering  and  changing  in  color  value  with  the  elevation  of  the  sun.  The 
effect  is  beautiful  in  single  trees  or  clumps,  but  is  wonderful  in  hedges.  They  grow 
in  any  soil,  and  these  wonderful  trees  are  deserving  of  a  spot  on  very  home  ground.

The  dwarf  fruits  are  not  merely  so  common  or  well  known  as  they 
are  in  Europe  or  as  they  should  be  here.
